SEPARATE SCHOOLS. 


—_— 


The Free Press publishes a dispatch 
from Ottawa to the effect that it is the 
intention of the Dominion Government 
to take a portion of the receipts from 
School Lands and give it to the Roman 
Cathohes of Manitoba to assist them in 
maintaining Separate Schools. We sin- 
cerely hope there is no truth in this re- 
port, as if such a thing took place it 
would only be the means of creating ser- 
ious trouble in the country. That the 
Catholics have a grievance in the way 
their school property was confiscated by 
the Greenway School Act, no one who 
owks at the question from an honest 
point of view can deny; but that is a 
question to be dealt with by itself, and 
altevether foreign to the one under vcon- 
sideration. The question submitted to 
the Privy Council in substance was: Had 
the Manitoba Government power to abol- 
ish Separate schools within the province! 
and the answer was an emphatic ‘*Yes.” 
It is to be taken then that in abolishing 
them, the Government voiced the senti- 
maent aud wish of the people; and that 
being the case the Federal Government 
has no right to interfere and say we will 
nullify the expression of the courts, over 
ride the wishes of the majority of the 
people and aid in continuance of these 
Schools regardless of the court and popu- 
dar expressions. 

As the law stands the Federal Gevern- 
ment cannot Iay hands on the receipts 
frum School lands—they are in the lan- 
guage to the statute to be paid over to 
the Local Legislature for the support of 
education—they can see that they are ex- 
pended on education, but they cannet 
direct the character of the education, to 
which they are to be applied. Whether 
they can draft legisletion to enable them 
to interfere, or whether they will be fool- 
ish enough to attempt interference, it re- 
mains for the future to reveal. 

The other question to which we have 
referred admits, however, of a different 
consideration. When the Roman Cath- 
olics acquired the School properties they 
had upto the date of the Greenway 
School Act, they did it in full keeping 
with the law as it read, and for the Gov- 
ernment to confiscate these as they have 
doae without any remuneration, is a 
haniship, to say the least of it. It must 
borne in mind that the Govern-
